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Women and Flowers. 

We are not aware tlia.1 any philosopher 
has yet undertaken lo ilisous.s the moral, 
sentimental, or chemical affinities between 
women and (lowers. Nor is it necessary 
that philosophers shall hother their brains 
on any such topic, seeing that the poetu, 
who are better judges, have often found that 
lowers and women are mutually illustra- 
tive of each other. 

There are many varieties of flowers, just 
as there are of women. Some flowers are 
beautiful merely lo the eye, and exhale no 
fragrance to the sense J so also, there are 
some women of great personal beauty, 
around whom there is no aroma of virtue or 
sentiment. Oiher flowers are exceedingly 
beautiful and have delicious fragrance too, 
reminding one of those lare women whose 
exterior loveliness seems to be the natural 
reflection of the virtues lhat bejewel their 
hearts. Other flowers again aio not at all 
beautiful to the eye, and yet they are full of 
the most exquisite odor. These remind us 
of those women of external plainnes, whose 
minds are adorned with the gems of thought 
and sentiment, and whose hearts are the 
homes of all those graces and elegancies 
that live long after mere beauty of form and 
color has passed away. Thus we might 
run through the whole catalogue of flowers 
■and find for them the most striking resem- 
blance in the varieties of womankind. 

Woman was originally placed in the gar- 
den, and the garden now seems to be the 
most appropriate place for her. She is 
always seen to advantage when she is seen 
extending encouragement to plants that are 
back ward, and directing the course which 
the mure aspiring shall pursue.

Then, again, how dexterously she 
teaches the climbing plants ; how delicately 
she assists them in their upward efforts, 
until, step by step, they rea'ch lhe topmost 
round of ambition's ladder. 

What taste she exhibits in the mere 
arrangement of her plants. She may have 
a group here and a group there, but she 
more frequently rejoices in combinations of 
starry-eyed beauties, in which all colors of 
the rainbow shall successively be displayed. 
It is true that some cold-blooded economists 
would say that u lovely woman thus em- 
ployed in making her home beautiful, 
wastes her time ; but the sulky fellow 
might, with as much reason, say that a 
woman employed in developing and refin- 
ing the highest sentiments of her nature is 
wasting her time. Such employment of 
time is in the noblest sense profitable ; and 
only she wastes her time who neglects the 
beautifying of her home in continual efforts 
to save a dime or to have surplus dollars in 
the locker.

The Old Rottkn Borough of Sea- 
fohd. — "And now I'll tell you a little his- 
tory about these sort of voters. In the 
borough of Sealord, the franchise belunged 
to all inhabitant housekeepers paying scot 
and lot. The Duke of Richmond had chalk- 
pits near at hand, and he brought 27 of his 
laborers into the borough as tax-payers, so 
as to make them electors. Some of them 
were rated as occupying houses really ten- 
anted by willows or revenue otiicers, who 
could not vote. One lived under a boat 
turned upside down ; another was taxed in 
respect of a stable; anil a third ol a cottage 
that had been pulled down and never re- 
built. Of course the Duke paid the rates. 
Well, the general election of 1790 came on 
eighteen days before these voters had re- 
sided there six months. Here was a fix 
again ! But the returning officer, who was 
a dependent of the Duke's, put off the poll 
till the eighth day after the proclamation, as 
he was entitled to do, ami then the Minis- 
terial candidates— nominees of his Grace — 
made long speeches against the admissi 
bility of every vote that was tendered against 
them — Ihere were no registers of votes in 
those days — and got the returning officer to 
administer to each elector the six oaths of 
allegiance, abjuration, supremacy, declara- 
tion of test, residence, and biibery. Spin- 
ning it out in this way it took one whole day 
to poll four votes. Thus the election was 
tided over the remaining eight days, and 
then, their term of residence being com- 
pleted, the chalk-diggers were marched up 
in a body, their voles given and accepted, 
and lhe poll was closed — smack ! That was 
something like corruption, sir! There is 
something great about a 'dodge' of lhat 
sort. It is true that the House of Commons 
declared the election void ; but what of that .' 
The charge of the Light Brigade at Balakla- 
va was not successful, sir; but ii was dash- 
ing, grand, heroic — something to talk about 
— and so was my Lord Duke's chalk-dig- 
fjers' dodge!" — Once a Week. 



Peers of the Three Kingdoms. — 
There are three noblemen in the British 
peerage who enjoy lhe peerages of all the 
three kingdoms. They are the Marquis of 
Abercorn, the Earl of Verulam, and the Mar- 
quis of Hastings. The first-mentioned no- 
bleman, in addition to his English marquis- 
ate, holds lhe Earldom of Abercorn and the 
Barony of Paisley, iii Scotland, and the Vis- 
county of Sirabane, in Ireland. The Earl 
of Verulam is Viscount Grimston in the peer- 
age of Ireland, and Baron Forrester of Cor- 
storphine, in that of Scotland ; and the Mar- 
quis of Hastings is not only Earl of Meira, 
in Ireland, but also Earl of Loudoun and 
Baton Campbell, of Loudoun, north of the 
TVeed. These noblemen, in addition to 
holding seats of their own in the House ot 
Lords, are entitled, of course, to vote at every 
election of representative peers both for 
Scotland and the sister kingdom. The 
Prince of Wales, as is well known, is not 
only Duke of Cornwall, but Earl of Dublin 
and Baron of Renfrew ; the Duke of Cum- 
berland is Teviotdale in Scotland and Earl 
of Armagh in Ireland ; and the Duke of 
Cambridge is also Earl ol Tipperary and 
Baron of Culloden; but their peerages an' 
all said by a legal or heraldic fiction to be 
of the United Kingdom, though the local de- 
signations are chosen from Scotland and Ire- 
land. Lord Claumauriee, the grandson of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, and the future 
possessor of that title and of the Earldom of 
Kerrv. will also inherit the triple coronet, if 
he outlives his mother, who is Baroness of 
Nairn in her own right, in the Peerage of 
Scotland.— London Mail.

Suppression of the British Colonist. 

We cannot allow the present period to pass 
without adverting lo an occurrence that took 
place here a year ago. Never belore was 
there a bolder attempt to revive the arbitrary 
'•sages of the Flar Chamber, than was made- 
here by the exalted personage representing 
Her Majesty, on the 30ib of March, 1859. 
On that day, a proclamation was signed, os- 
tensibly to enforce obsolete English statutes 
— but actually to suppress the British Col- 
onist. This extraordinary ukase was first 
heralded to the world on April 1st, by 
hanging it up at the lower fort gale ; or 
as the lamented Heseltine not inaptly 
remarked, — •' a proclamation in the name 
of Her Majesty to suppress the freedom 
of the press was stuck up at the en- 
trance of a akin-factory." Many actually 
supposed that some wag had concocted 
it to make April fools of the towns-folk. 
Before night, however, it beratne known 
that Governor jHmes Douglas was the 
real author, and instead of mirth he aimed 
at terror. An intense feeling of indignation 
was aroused at thij perfidiouj act. Curses 
were loud and deep. Next morning, how- 
ever, was the usual time for the British 
Colonist to appear. It did not appear. 
Then the torrent cf public indignation was 
swollen to a huge stream. Men scarcely 
knew whether " the flag that braved a thou- 
sand years the battle and the breeze " still 
waved over their heads as the emblem ot 
liberty, or whether the Giilhn of the Russias 
had been suddenly planted in i heir miJ.st, 
supported by the knout, to reduce the stu rily 
liberty-loving Biitons toserfdom. But Brit- 
ons never will be slaves ; for ere the day had 
drawn to a close, — whil.it the conspirators 
against liberty, Gov. Douglas, Donald Fra- 
ser, (the London Times' correspondent), W*. 
A. G. Young. Chief Justices Cameron ami 
Begbie, Police Commissioner Pemberion, 
and other such tyrannical nabobs, were con- 
gratulating themselves on the suppression 
of a small newspaper, whose only strength 
lay in the unvarnished truths it told of an 
unscrupulous oligarchy, — the people resolved 
to maintain inviolate that palladium of liber- 
ty, a Fbbe Pnnss. On Monday evening, 
April 4, Ihe people of Victoria met en masse 
in Assembly Hall — more than once since then 
the Hall of Liberty — anil voted to subscribe 
the bonds for £800 sterling, to enable the 
British Colonist to lay still barer the ras- 
cality t hat was done under the guise of gov- 
ernment, and under the sceptre of Governor 
James Douglas. At no previous period 
were there ever met together so many men 
in ibis colony to assert their freedo ', and 
break the fetters of despotism. Il w; s an 
era, will continue an era in the history of 
the country ; and will ever mark an indeli- 
ble stain on the charcter of Gov. Douglas. 
Ever afler in recurring years, will that name 
be anathematized as a Guy Fawkes, who 
conspired lo blow to atoms the freedom of 
the press. The Bonds were subscribed in 
twenty-fives, fifties, and a hundred dollars ; 
the sureties were given : and on Saturday, 
April 9th, the British Colonist again 
started on its career of usefulness. 

Little did Guv. Donglas think, when 
Secretary Young was engaged to try, early 
in March, '59, to bribe the Colonist wilh 
the public printing to withold the truth, that 
it would be scornfully rejected. Litlle did 
they think lhat the attempt only rendered 
their rottenness more visible. Litlle did 
they think that with resources at our own 
command we were prepared to publish cor- 
ruption, and then distribute the paper gra- 
tuitously. Little did they think, when they 
made the coup d'etat, that our arrangements 
were made to publish a daily if necessary. 
Being corrupt themselves, litlle did they 
think that there ware honest men in Ihe 
country who would despise patronage when 
offered in exchange for integrity. Still less 
diil they think that the British Colonist 
would bn a success. It is a success, how- 
over; and with the same manly principles 
that have rendered it a sur.csss — but more 
vigorously and more fearlessly — will it con- 
tend, like the Tribunes of old, for the rights 
and liberties of the people. 

The Colonist has virtually emancipated 
ihe press in Vancouver Island. For the 
newspapers started under Government pa- 
tronage — such as the New Westminster 
Times', and the Victoria Gazette — have never 
given bonds, They were never exacted, as 
they were government pets. Even Ihe 
partners ill the old Victoria Gazette 
were allowed lo bo its sureties. The 



latter has disappeared; ihe former now 
vegetates on Fraser river; nod the bogus 
Gazelle ekes out a miserable existence, 
without character or influence, — whilst the 
Colonist, in the face of every opposition, 
stands forth to-day pre-eminent, the only 
British newspaper of character and influence 
on the Pacific Coast. 



The Collection of Kf.venue. — We have 
before alluded to the unjust manner in which 
duty is collected at New Westminster on 
all goods entering British Columbia. The 
importer not only pays the ton per cent, re- 
quired by law, but he alio pays a heavy ad- 
ditional per centage, which is wrung from 
him by order of Govoruor Douglas, merely 
because ho enjoys the privilege of exercis- 
ing a one-man power perfectly at variance 
with the cardinal principles of the British 
Constitution. Let us see, for a moment, 
what the British Columbia importer pays to 
the Government on the staple article of flour 
alone, over and above what is just and equi- 
table : We will suppose there are seventy 
merchants doing business in British Colum- 
bia ; each one of whom imports 100 barrels 
of (lour every three months — which will 
make an aggregate of 7,000 bbls. The mar- 
ket price of flour in Victoria is S7 00; while 
the ruling rate at New Westminster is. "38 00. 
Well, the Collector assesses the ten per ct, 
on the latter rate, (raising the duty on each 
barrel ten cents higher than he has any right 
lo do), and ten cents additional on each 
barrel of flour gives the Government, on 
7,000 barrels, S700, to which they have not 
the least shadow of a claim. The course is 
neither sanctioned by justice nor excused by 
precedent in the annals of civilized com- 
munities. But let it not be supposed that 
flour is the only article on which the addi- 
tional tax is levied. Every description of 
merchandise entering British Columbia is 
subject to the same rule, and if the importer 
objects to the tariff imposed, he is informed, 
in terms more emphatic than polite, that he 
can leave his goods in store (at his own ex- 
pense) until ho arrives at the conclusion that 
the "easiest way is ihe best," and submits 
to the extortion. From the way matters are 
conducted in every branch of public busi- 
ness in the two colonies, we should judge 
that the people gel about a leaspoouful of 
justice to a bucketful of proclamation law 
aud injnstice. There is certainly " a good 
time coming," and we hope that it is not a 
long way off. 

British Columbia. — In some of our 
American exchanges a paragraph appeals, 
stating that the Duke of Newcastle had re- 
marked in Parliament that the Act of last 
year, relating to Blitish Columbia, would 
not be enforced ; but that the country would 
be left in the hands of the Hudson Bay 
Company. This remark has no reference 
to British Columbia proper, but to the terri- 
tory north of it. When the Colonial organic. 
Act was passed, in 1858, the Hudson Bay- 
Co. 's authority ceased in ihe colon) ; but 
their exclusive right lo trade wilh the In- 
dians north of the colony was not revoked, 
but remained till it expired in May follow- 
ing. Sir Bulwer Lyiton hiving refused lo 
renew the license to the northern territory 
for a longer period than two years, ihe Com- 
pany refused to accept. Consequently, pro- 
vision had to be made by the Home Gov- 
ernment for the administration of justice. 
An Act was passed in 1859 for lhat purpose 
This Newcastle has not enforced ; but has 
left the territory to the feudal justice of the 
Company. No act was passed respecting 
the colony of British Columbia last year ; it 
was only casually mentioned when the 
X42,000 were appropriated for it. 

Gas. — A mercenary press is a curse to 
any country in a greater or lesser extent. 
Fortunately, the sheet supported by a 
Queen's printership, written up by post 
office clubs, or Solons paid by the public, 
with an apology for a nominal editor, is su 
well-known for its mercenary propensities, 
that it can do but litlle harm. It is barely- 
possible that its recommendation lo grant 
a gas monopoly may injure the applicants, 
at least lo the extent paid for puffs. It 
certainly will do them no good. The denial 
thai Ihey want a monopoly is untrue, and 
the nondescript knows it. But no such pri- 
vilege should he granted even for a day. 
Let such a concern get a foothold, it only 
for a year, and the consequence will be 
button-holeing, lobbying, and corruption, to 
extend the right still longer. To avoid any 
such shenannigan, the surest way is i,ot to 
grant exclusive lights to anybody. If the 
Victoria Gas Company cannot supply gas 
without restricting the right to them, we 
know who will. 



Latk. — The prisoners to bo tried before 
the Court of Assizes yesterday did not 
arrive at the Court-room until 20 minutes of 
12 o'clock ; although the officers were noti- 
fied lo have them there at 10 o'clock. Their 
non-appearance delayed the businoss of the 
Court sometime. 



Ejectment. — Something had better soon 
be done to remove ihe Indians from the lots 
at ihe north end of the town, or else some 
difficulty may arise between them and lot 
owners. It is a shame lhat savages are al- 
lowed to squat on valuable property in that 
quarter, thereby rendering it, for the time, 
valueless. No one will occupy or improve 
a locality infested with the Aiabs; and after 
repeated requests made to the authorities to 
remove them from the limits of the town, if 
a collision occurs the latter will be to blame. 
Now that a Methodist chinch is nearly com- 
pleted, and the foundation of anoltier lo be 
laid on Friday.it is time to think of render- 
ing the approaches thereto and the neigh- 
borhood more respectable. 

St. John's Church. — Wo understand 
that the corner stone of St. John's Church 
will be laid by His Excellency, the Gover- 
nor, to-morrow, (Friday) the 13th instant. 
The hour appointed for the ceremony is 
3 o'clock, p. m< The members of the Church 
Committee and the Clergy will meet (by 
permission) at Captain Dodd's house, at 
half-past two o'clock, P. m., to receive His 
Excellency and the Bishop of the Diocese, 
and to accompany them to Ihe ground. 
Forms of the service to be used upon the 
occasion are being printed and may be ob- 
tained on Friday morning from any of the 
Clergy, or at Messrs. Hibben & Carswell's, 
Yates street. 



Pitiable Skjiit. — The store-keepers and 
residents on Yates and Wharf streets were 
yesterday afternoon shocked at seeing one 
of the missionaries who arrived on the Hea- 
ther Bell, reeling about in an almost help- 
less slate of intoxication. We are glad lo 
learn from good authority that the delinquent 
has not yet been ordained : and we hope 
and believe that he will be immediate!; or- 
dered to return to England ; as his presence 
here can only contribute towards bringing 
the cause of religion into disrepute. 

Tat Wilson G. Hunt. — This fine and 
commodious steamer, commanded by Capt. 
Welch, will make her first trip this season 
to New Westminster immediately upon the 
arrival of Ihe California steamer, which is 
looked for to- morrow.

Officer Taylor testified that he hail attest-
